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ORDINANCE NO. 93- 23 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, 
FLORIDA, AMENDING ORDINANCE 72-7, AS 
AMENDED, THE PALM BEACH COUNTY 
OCCUPATIONAL LICENSE TAX ORDINANCE BY 
DELETING SECTION 34 FROM SAID ORDINANCE 
PERTAINING TO ISSUANCE OF A PERMIT BY THE 
COUNTY ADMINISTRATOR AS A PREREQUISITE TO 
AN OCCUPATIONAL LICENSE FOR 
FORTUNETELLERS, CLAIRVOYANTS AND OTHER 
RELATED PROFESSIONS; PROVIDING FOR A 
SAVINGS CLAUSE; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF 
LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION 
IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; AND 
PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach 
County has reviewed Ordinance 72-7, as amended, the 
Occupational License Tax Ordinance and has determined that. it 
is inappropriate to require issuance of a permit prior to the 
issuance of an occupational license for fortunetellers, 
clairvoyants, etc.; and 


WHEREAS, the issuance of an occupational license to a 


fortuneteller, clairvoyant, etc. is a ministerial act and the 


. furnishing of background information does not aid the County 


in carrying out the ministerial function of collecting 
occupational license taxes. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, THAT: 

Section 1. The Palm Beach County Occupational License 
Tax Ordinance, Ordinance 72-7, as amended, is amended by 
deleting Section 34 from said Ordinance in its entirety as 


follows: 
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Section 2. SAVINGS CLAUSE. 


Except as otherwise hereby expressly amended, all other 


provisions of Ordinance No. 72-7, as amended, are specifically 


preserved and remain in full force and effect. 


Section 3. SEVERABILITY. 


If any section, sentence, clause, phrase or word of this 
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Ordinance is held invalid or unconstitutional by any Court of 
competent jurisdiction, then said holding shall in no way 
affect the validity of the remaining portions of this 
ordinance. 

Section 4. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT 

All local laws and ordinances applying to Palm Beach 
County in conflict with any provision of this ordinance are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 5. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES. 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made 
a part of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach 
County, Florida. The Sections of the ordinance may be 
renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the word 
"ordinance" may be changed to "section," "article", or any 
other word. 

Section 6. EFFECTIVE DATE 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective 
upon receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.
